Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -40 and 49 are allowed. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the prior art presented in the Appeal Brief filed 7/12/10 
have been found persuasive. The prior art does not disclose or render obvious at the time the invention 
was made a device comprising an introducer and a second member sized for introduction through the 
introducer, wherein the device further comprises a sleeve having one end attached to a distal end of the 
introducer member and its second end disposed within a passageway of the second member, said sleeve 
being eversible from the passageway such that the passageway is substantially unobstructed by the sleeve 
when the second member is deployed.
